death when a bazooka shell ex­ 
ploded about 10:45 a. m. Sunday 
while they were on an outing near 
the Camp Bowie Rifle Range a 
few miles southeast of Brown- 
wood. 
Condition of the two was re­ 
ported 
satisfactory 
at Memorial 
Hostital Sunday afternoon after 
surgery for removal of shell frag­ 
ments. 
They had ridden Stalcup’s motor 
.scooter to the Bowde m aneuver 
area th at was used during World 
W ar II. In the rocky and brush 
covered area, they found the ‘ dud’ 
bazooka, believed to have been 
used in training some eight or 
nine vears aRO. 
After pouring powder from the 
old shell

Stalcup threw it some 15 yards.
